been eroded away. Tho presence of Silurian 
lime shows tbo range to have been beneath 
sea-level In that age 
That the denudation 


has been very great, is not only seen on the 
mountains where it took place, but also In 
tho enormously thick eedimcnt* on cither 
side, where the vojltjs ot mountain regions 
bare been filled up until only Isolated peaks 
rise abqre the plains 


The oldest rock exposed here is syenitlc 


granite, here called syenite, because of the 
predominance of hornblend over mica, but as 
it contains both hornblend and mica, the true 
distinctive name must necessarily be syenitic 
Kiamta. Overlying the syenitic siinite, as 
is eoen as we get from tbe summit of the 
range, is felslte porphyry, dolerite, etc., all 
of whicn are more or less stratified, and be- 
yond these a porphi i Itlc appearing rock which 
la places Is several hundred feet thick, which 
geologists might call volcanic breccia, bu 
that I think bears unmiftakable ev idences ot 
aqueous agencies; being nothing more than 
tbe wash from adjacent higher lands. In 
substance It U tbe same as the older rock; 
but a conglomeration Of all found above, and 
containing, in places, • wa'er-worn pebbles 
This rock, in one plaoe at least, is found 
above the carboniferous. 1 have seen no 
eruptive rocks, either lavas or traps, In this 
Ticlnlty. 


Tbe metalliferous veins are of t#x> kinds 


only, fissures and deposits. The fissure veins 
are confined to the syenitlc granite, and run 
In belts, and »re richest where fie denuda- 
tion appears to have been the grca'est. tn 
these are found sliver, copper, nickel, lead, 
zirrc, cobalt and Iron and perbaps other met- 
a!s,varying In proportions In different veins and 
In different parts of the same vein. In the 
Black Hawk vein the silver In places not only 
predominates, but Is almost entirely free from 
other metals; aud throughout the district tbe 
sliver Is freer from baser metals than in any 
fissure veins I have oeco elsewhere. The de- 
posits lie Upon Silurian lime and are overlaid 
with slate,- qnarizlte and porphyry. 
The 


ores vary with locality, being In some places 
carbonates; In others chlorides, and lu others 
sulphides. But these not being In this Imme- 
diate vicinity, and having pTamlned them In 
but one place, I am not prepared to give fur- 
ther description at this lime. 


About a month ago anthracite coal was dis- 


covered hve miles northwest of Black Hawk. 
This has since been «pened by a drift forty- 
five feet in length. The vein at this place Is 
five feet thick, but contains a seam of slate- 
near the center of twelve to fourteen inches 
In thickness. An analjsisof yery soft coal 
from the cropplngs showed some seventy per 
cent fixed carbon 
A test by burning In a 


stove here was very satisfactory. 
The coal 


probably underlies the valley of the Glla, and 
if so, Is quite intensive. As fuel In this 
region must soon be an object, this Is consid- 
ered a most valuable discovery for this por- 
tion of New Mexico. It has already attracted 
the attention of the railway companies. 


A law has been passed by the legislature 


during the past week and will unquestionably 
receive the signature ot the governor, as It Is 
just what Is needed to advance the mining in 
tore»ts of the territory, requiring SlOO, at the 
rate of $4 00 per day, to be expended In labor 
upon all claims within 60 nuts from passage 
of the law, including claims previously 
located. As at present tho larger portion ot 
the known mineral lands ot tho territory is 
held by prospectors, or locators, many of 
whom hold from, ten to fifty claims without 
having perfoiuied an) labtr upon any of 
them, and most of those holding claims being 
without means, and many off prospecting In 
other parts, some in Mexico where It will be 
some time before they hear of tho passage of 
the law1. It Is, in effect, virtually annulling 
previous locations on which the requisite ex- 
penditure ho.s not boon made, and opening 
Ibe country to relocation.

Emer- 
son is the greatest American—the greatest 
mind since Goethe, and greater than he lu 
soul. Longfellow always spoke of .him aa 
greatest American poet. 
Lowell, one of 


Emerson's discipto_ has written best about 
him 
Theodore Parker likewise pays Emer- 


son the tribute of sajiog that no, such man 
had appeared since Milton. Carlyle said his 
. 


was the clearest mind In ihe world, and tbat 
the world bad not his equal In perception. 


Emerson Is not primarily nor chiefly a poet, 


and It Is not by his poetry that big greatest 
services to American thought have been done. 
With all the boldness and ruggeduess of Em- 
erson's ^erse, there is almost ho poet _whote 
verse will bear stud} ing, for one will there 
find boautlfu) words wedded to beautiful 
thought, lie did Hot neglect poetlcfonu, and 
his esjay on "Poetry and Imagination" showt 
that he fully understood the whale-question. 
His poems on "The Bard" and "Merlin"' are 
especially fine In form. Although Emerson 
wrote but little poetry, no one who wants to 
tnow him can afford to neglect this part ot bis 
writings. No other Americau poet writes 
so much under "Inspiration" as he did. He 
yielded himself up to God nature and spoke 
merely as the instrument of Inspiration. It 
Is noticeable that this greatest American 
should be both the greatest Idealist as well aa 
tbe greatest realist. 


He bal no good opinion of American poets. 


He thought them too superficial. He said 
America was piosy only to prosy pcaple and 
dull to dull people. The roason why no great 
poem had been wiltten on American lite was 
because no great poet bad yet cnme to write 
It Lowell said that Emerson's prose Kas all 
grand poetry. He Is nn eminent example of 
tbe law of heredity. His originality came 
dowu to him through a long line of ancestors. 
Eight generations of faithful Puritan minis- 
ters. His father was. one of tbe euatest 
pwchers a"d Jbcst writers of his time. Haujr 
of his ancestors hold an honorable place la 
English history. He lived In Concord since 
1834, but no man in the old town had taken 
Siuier root there. Alcott said that mauyof 
his works could have been written nowhere 
but In Concord. Several of his poems refer to

His lecture was a sublime plea for the eon- 
duct of our pqlittcs by high Intellectual and 
moral forces. *\Ub admiration tor Lincoln 
was very great, and his writings spealr Of him 
In terms of the greatest appreciation. He 
AAS a thorough democrat and believed In the 
equality of all men. 


Compare on this subject Carljlo's "Hero 


Woisblp" and Emerson's' "Uses of Great 
Men." Ho raised the principle of democracy 
to a philosophy. He Is tbe great philosopher 
ot tbe American Idea. His essays on 'To I 
tics" and "The fortune of the Republic," 
vviltten uiixny years apart, are Identical In 
thought, and are the best exponents of his 
ideas on Aiuerlron politics, lie always took 
a hopeful view of our perplexing problems, 
and believed that a better day was not far 
distant, but he did not fall to warn Amerl- 


that there were dangers ahead which 


could only be avoided by skillful sailing. 
With all bis faith In the republic be has been 
the most stern and outspoken critic of what 
was faulty In our American institutions. Hn 
said wo rolled too much on tbo dollar tad not 
enough on a sentiment.
